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Peafowl  are  ratPer  rarelv  bred  iie  the  United  States.  Thes’’  s^re 
kept  principally  for  ornajrent,  end  there  probably  is  not  a  very  large 
irarl^et  for  them  either  for  this  purpose  or  for  food.  The  birds  seem  to 
do  well  when  left  almost  entirel;'’  to  their  own  resources.  They  shouldj 
hoxvever,  receive  a  quantity  of  dry  grain  for  food  in  addition  to  what 
they  can  pick  up.  They  require  also  green  food,  as  cabbage,  lettuce, 
young  grain,  etc.  Peafowl  are  -vild  and  impa.tient  of  confinement  and 
really  need  no  more  shelter  thar'.  is  afforted  by  thick  shrabbery  for  the 
nests  of  the  females,  and  by  tress  in  which  they  can  roost.  They  lay 
6  to  12  eggs,  and  the  yo'mg  remain  vvith  the  female  imtil  the  following 
breeding  season.  If  the  birds  are  kept  in  confined  runs,  care  should, 
be  taficen  that  all  surroundings  are  kept  very  clean  and  that  fresh  clean 
fooo.  is  furnislied.  dahly.  Whether  the^/  are  free  or  confined,  e.  plentiful 
supply  of  fresh  water  should  eJ'ways  be  accessible.

‘uhether  they  are  free  or  confined.'  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  ivater  should 
alvrays  be  accessible.

Peafowl  are  not  commo  rilv  Bred  in  the  United  States*  They  are  kept 
principally  for  ornament ,  and  there  prohahly  is  not  a. very  large  market  for 
them  either  for  this  purpose  or  for  food.  The  Birds  seem  to  do  well  when 
left  almost  entirely  to  their  o^m  resources.  They  should,  however,  receive 
a  quantity  of  scratch  feed  or  other  dry  grain  in  addition  to  what  they  can 
pickup.  They  require,  glso, -green,  food,  as  caBBage,  lettuce,  sprouied  grain, 
and  the-  like. 

Peafowl  are  wild  and  impatient  of  confinement  and  need  no  more  shel¬ 
ter  than  is  afforded  By  thick  shruBBery  for  the  nests  of  the  females,  and 
By  the  trees  in  which  they  can  roost,  -.Peahens  seldom  lay  during  their 
first  year.  But  do  lay  one  or  two  eggs  their  second  and  third  years,  gradual¬ 
ly  increasing  the  number  until  their  full  complement  of  si:-:  to  a  dozen  is 
reached.  The  young  remain  with  the  female  until  the  following  Breeding  sea¬ 
son. 


If  the  Birds  are  kept  in  confined  runs,  care  should  Be  taken  that  all 
surroundings  are  clean  and  that  good  food  is  furnished  daily.  Whether  they 
are  free  or  confined,  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  water  should  always  Be  ac¬ 
cessible.  Young  peacocks  do  not  get  their  long  train  until  the  third  year.
